Delude Himself

And the second is, don’t 
lie to yourself.’’ 

The first commandment calling 
for simplicity of expression isn’t 
always easy. The second is the 
most difficult of all, because 
there are times when the easiest 
way out is to lie to one’s self and 
pass on the lie to those who read. 


Southern Governors 


On Tuesday the committee of 
Southerr governors will meet with 
the President of the United States. 
It is vitally important that be- 
tween now and Tuesday, the 
South should not lie to itself. It 
is a critical time. We are, as 
must be plain to everyone, at a 
great pivot of history. Things are 
never going to be as they were 
before. ‘The great majority of 
opinion in the country supports 
the Constitution of the United 
States and does not condone vio- 
lence against it. 

The issue of states’ rights, in so 
far as the Constitution and its 
sovereignty are concerned, was 
decided by the War Between the 
States. There is not, and has not 
been since 1865, any state right 
greater than that of the national 
right. It is important that we 
understand that and not lie to our- 
selves about it. 

As the governors’ committee 
prepares to go to Washington, 
there must not be any false as- 
sumptions. There will be no ram- 
ming of anything down throats. 
Nor will there be any retreat 
from the law. The Supreme Court 
itself laid down the rule of delib- 
erate speed. No time limit was 
set. The President, sworn to up- 
hold the Constitution, is himself 
a moderate who wishes to go 
slowly. 

The first error in Little Rock 
was the eflort to ram defiance of 
federal law down the throat of the 
government. The President was 
undoubtedly sincere when he ex- 
pressed his great sadness in be- 
ing forced to use troops to meet 
this attempt to ignore the district 
court. The federal judge from 
North Dakota certainly was not 
happy to see the issue so drawn. 
But no judge of integrity can re- 
fuse to obey his oath. 


There Is Time 


There is yet time and there are 
“outs.”” They are not pleasant 
ones. Nor are they easy. In the 
first place, there is time. South- 
ern states, such as Tennessee, 
North Carolina and Kentucky, are 
leaving the issue to local school 
boards and supporting them. That 
is one out. For those who say 
“never” there is no compulsion. 
They can organize church or 
parochial schools, or simply pri- 
vate ones. The very last thing 
President Eisenhower wishes is 
“to ram” anything down. There 
is time and there are outs. But 
it is important we not lie to our- 
selves and say the Constitution 
forever may be defied. 

It is being said the South has 
been set back 50 years. That is 
not necessarily true. There is a 
growing discussion in industrial 
circles about whether it is wise 
to put new and expensive plants 
and industries in states which 
seem likely to have years of ra- 
cial tension, with their schools 
closed or in a state of discredit- 
ed inefficiency. 

Our children will require more 
and more education. Not less. 
The need is for better Southern 
schools, not worse. If our chil- 
dren are to be able to hold good 
jobs and enter the professions 


they must be given the very best | 


possible instruction. 

It is not true the South has been 
set back. But it could be. If out 
of the meeting in Washington 
comes a will and a resolve to live 
by law, then the South can move 
forward to a great and prosper- 


ous place. But here again, it is- 


important that no one lie to one’s 
self. This is that time for those 
who truly love the South to prove 
it at a period when history is at.

Battalions Go 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 29 (R— 
The Army tonight announced it 
will eliminate an armored divi- 
sion and .4 ait defense battal- 
ions, and make other cuts as part 
of the Defense Department's econ- 
omy campaign. 

To effect an over-all reduction 
of 100,000 in Army strength by 
next June 30, it said it will cut 
its manpower by 71,000 by next 
Jan. 1, and an additional 29,000 
by next June 30. 


WILSON ORDER 


Secretary of Defense Wilson 
had ordered the 100,000-man Army 
cut as part of an over-all 200,000- 
man cut in defense forces. 

The Army said it will make 
these changes: 

One armored combat command 
of 5,000 men will be substituted 
for one of the two armored di- 
visions in the United States. The 
strength of an armored division 
is approximately 14,600. 

Fourteen air defense battalions 
will be eliminated. These will be 
either gun or sky-sweeper units, 
the need for which is gradually 
lessening, the Army said, with the 
progressive introduction of new 
Army air defense missile units. 


ENGINEER UNITS 


Five aviation construction en- 
gineer battalions will be cropped. 
Construction requirements of the 
Air Force have falien off. 

The regimental combat team in 
Panama will be reduced in size 
to one battle group. 

“In the adjustment to the new 
manpower ceilings the number of 
troops at certain posts. camps 
and training stations will neces- 
sarily reduce, thereby making it 
necessary to phase down or close 
some of these installations. This 
matter is under intensive study 
by the Army and results will be 
announced shortly,” the Army 
said. 

The Army did not identify any 
of the installations which might 
be affected in the new cutbacks. 


China Shifts 
Jets Beyond 
Missile Span 


HONG KONG, Sept. 29 (UP)— 
Communist China was reported 
today to have shifted the bulk of 
its jet bomber and fighter forces 
out of range of the Matador guid- 
ed missiles which the United 
States recently stationed on For- 
mosa. 

Informed sources said virtually 
all the Communists’ jet combat 
planes, previously based in 
Kwangtung province, are now sta- 
tioned in Anhwei province near 
the Yangtse river. 


The number of planes involved 
in the shift could not be learned 
but it is believed to be substantial. 
The Chinese Communists now ap- 
parently have only a handful of 
jet fighters based in Kwangtung 
in South China. 

Military observers pointed out 
that moving the Red jet forces 
had a double effect. While it put 
Red China’s planes out of range 
of the Matadors, it also placed 
them out of range of Hong Kong, 
which neighbors on Kwangtung 
province. 

The previous Communist bases 
in the general area of Canton af- 
forded a double striking range. It 
amounted to a triangle with the 
Red bases forming the apex and 
Formosa and Hong Kong the 
other points. 

The U.S. Matadors are believed 
to have a range of about 600 
miles. This would mean that many 
of China’s southern bases would

SANTIAGO, Chile, Sept. 29 1

Government officials sealed off 
all airports and ordered a nation- 
wide search for the 36-year-old, 
blond-haired Kelly. The Santiago 
penitentiary director and 11 mem- 
bers of his staff were arrested 
and held incommunicado for ques- 
tioning. The escape threatened to 
strain Argentine-Chilean relations, 
particularly since Argentina had 
warned Chile of a plan to spirit 
Kelly from prison. 

HIS SECOND BREAK 

It was Kelly’s second jailbreak 
in the two years since the fall 
of Peron. 

Authorities said they believed 
that Kelly walked out of the pris- 
on in the company of four women 
who came to visit him. A ‘“wo- 
men’s committee for Kelly’s free- 
dom’’ has been operating in San- 
tiago to prevent his extradition to 
Buenos Aires, where he is wanted 
in two killings, assault, extor- 
tion, robbery and the burning of 
several churches. 


Kelly and five other prominent 
Peronists had been jailed during 
the September, 1955, revolution 
that toppled Peron. 


6 SOUGHT ASYLUM 


All six, including financier 
Jorge Antonio, escaped from a 
prison in Southern Argentina and 
sought asylum in Chile. Chilean 
courts granted freedom to five but 
ordered Kelly held for extradition 
on Argentina’s charge that he was 
a common criminal. 

His escape from Santiago’s grim 
penitentiary was the first at the 
prison in 10 years and sources 
said it apparently would bring bit- 
ter protests from: Argentine offi- 
cials. 

Chilean authorities pledged all- 
out efforts to capture the elusive 
Kelly. 

Buenos Aires Foreign Minister 
Alfonso Laferrere said tonight Ar- 
gentina warned Chile a week ago 
that it knew plans were afoot to 
spirit Kelly out of jail. 

Argentine police announced, 
meantime, that four university 
students identified as former 
members of Kelly’s organization 
were arrested on charges of steal- 
ing four old machine guns from 
a military club museum. The po- 
lice said the youths intended to 
use the guns “for public intimi- 
dation.”

LITTLE ROCK, Sept. 29—Little Rock ministers 


emphasized the tense racial situation here in their Sun- 
day sermons and it was evident that the clergy is sharp-

The Rev. E. T. Burgess, Bap- 
tist minister, told his congrega- 
tion: 

“There are enough God fear- 
ing law-abiding citizens in Ar- 
kansas to rise up in holy indig- 
nation and get these troops out 
of here. 


“For several days about all we 
have heard is how tough these 
soldiers are. I personally resent 
such propaganda. I feel that it 
is an effort to intimidate the peo- 
ple. 

FORCE OF OPINION 


“Gen. Walker (Maj. Gen. Ed- 
win A. Walker, chief of military 
forces here, has said that when 
he gets through there would not 
be any incidents in Little Rock. 
When public opinion gets through, 
Gen. Walker may not be in Little 
Rock.” 

The Rev. Mr. Burgess Is one 
of about 100 white ministers here 
who do not belong to the Little 
Rock Ministerial Alliance, an in- 
terracial group that includes 
about 30 Negro and 70 white 
members. 

The Rev. Mr. Burgess agreed 
with an Alliance member that 
most non-member clergymen fa- 
vor segregation and most mem- 
bers of the ministerial group fa- 
vor integration, or at least favor 
compliance with all federal court 
decisions. 

The Rev. Marion A. Boggs, 
Presbyterian, told his congrega- 
tion the Little Rock situation is 
‘“‘a question of complying with the 
law, or rebelling against it.” 

He added: “If there is going 
to be a rebellion, the Presbyterian 
Church will have no part of it.”

Faubus did not spell out exactly 
what he had in mind for any legis- 
lative sion. He did say he is 
considering ways to close Central 
and then reopen it without the 
cordon of bayonet-armed federal 
troops sent in last week by Presi- 
dent Eisenhower to enforce inte- 
gration. 

One possible means of accom- 
plishing this would be to abolish 
the Arkansas public school system 
and reopen Central later as a pri- 
vate school. However, some legis- 
lators have indicated they would 
balk at such a drastic step.

The deep freeze technique, in 
the view of medical authorities, 
may prove to be as significant as 
the development of blood plasma 
and blood banks shortly before 
World War II. 


At present whole blood can be 
stored under refrigeration in blood 
banks for only about three weeks. 
With the new method, it should be 
possible to store whole blood for 
years. 


NAVY-SPONSORED 


The new blood freezing tech- 
nique was developed by Dr. 
Harold P. Merryman, a 36-year- 
old medical researcher, and 
Emanuel Kafic, a technician, at 
the biophysics division of the Re- 
search Institute in nearby Be- 
thesda, Md. The research was 
sponsored by the Office of Naval 
Research. 

The technique is an outgrowth 


of Dr. Merryman’s basic research | 


on what happens to biological tis- 
sues at low temperatures. It in- 
volves the quick freezing of whole 
blood at temperatures of minus 
320 degrees (fahrenheit). 

The blood is stored at this low 
temperature indefinitely, in liquid 
nitrogen. When needed for a 
transfusion, the frozen blood is 
quickly thawed and reconstituted 
and given to a patient. 


LIQUID NITROGEN 


To freeze the whole blood, it is 
sprayed through a jet nozzle onto 
liquid nitrogen. The frozen blood 
falls out in the form of small pink 
particles. Because of the appear- 
ance of the particles, the develop- 
ment has been nicknamed ‘“‘pink 
sands.”’ 

The blood is frozen so quickly 
that its salts do not have a chance 
to cause a harmful chemical reac- 
tion on the red blood cells.

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Newport Conference 
Must Be Success 


As five Southern governors, headed by 
Florida’s Gov. Collins, prepare for their 
conference with President Eisenhower 
about removing federal troops from Little 
Rock, it takes no seer to realize the extent 
of public feeling in the South about what 
has happened. 

Right now all is confusion and what 
will come out of it is anybody’s guess. 
Never was there a greater need for 
straightforward thinking and intelligent 
leadership. Passion and resentment are 
present in great quantities but they must 
not become substitutes for calmness and 
reason nor must the mob violence which 
brought about the situation in Little Rock 
be allowed to return or to grow greater. 

The immediate fact is that federal 
troops are in Little Rock. Mob violence 
provided the excuse for putting them 
there. As much as we deplore their pres- 
ence, we must not lose sight of the fact 
that the physical power of the federal 
government as represented by Army 
troops resulted from violence generated 
by resistance to what the government 
regards as the law. 

It is obvious now that new approaches 
must be found. That is the most which can 
be hoped for from the conference at New- 
port. Adamant stands from both sides 
will lead to nothing constructive. Any 
relief from the next congressional session 
is a matter of considerable doubt. 

In forcing the issue at Little Rock, 
Gov. Faubus accomplished what all South- 
ern leaders had hoped to avoid. Having 
made his move, it is unlikely that the 
President will back down or that he can 
back down. S 

In our anger and chagrin then, it is 
vitally important that we try to keep 
cool heads. It is important that our lead- 
ers not mislead us into thinking the prob- 
lem will go away. It will not. We must 
find a way to live with it and to re- 
solve it. 

The President himself must shoulder his 
part of the blame for what happened 
in Little Rock. In July he assured the na- 
tion he could not conceive of any time 
when federal troops would be called into 
action against civilian populations. But in 
September, he took such action. And by 
taking it he has driven a wedge into the 
Democratic Party which very well may 
split it wide open. It could result in the 
inevitable election of Richard Nixon in 
1960. 

How to prevent other Little Rocks and 
further damage to the South and to the 
nation is the problem which the governors 
must face with President Eisenhower to- 
morrow. They all need our prayers.

New Laws Would Help 
Car Dealers and Public 


The Georgia Independent Automo- 
bile Dealers Assn., in an obvious attempt 
to clean the trade of fly-by-night opera- 
tors, 1s proposing legislation requiring all 
licensed car dealers in the state to have 
an “established” place of business. 

The bill that has been drafted is de- 
signed to protect the public from fraud. 
It also would protect the reputations of the 
legitimate dealers who ultimately feel the 
aftereffects of dubious or downright dis- 
honest tactics pursued by the unscrupu- 
lous. 

There is another legislative act long 
overdue which would be in the best in- 
terests of the public and the upright deal- 
ers in automobiles. This state badly needs 
a stringent motor vehicle title registra- 
tion law, as already urged by four Fulton 
County grand juries this year, to combat 
the vicious stolen car racket that flourish- 
es in Georgia. 

Both measures are in the best interest 
of all concerned, except the crooks and 
hopscotch-type operators, and should be 
enacted into law at the January session 
of the Legislature.

12-Month School Plan 
To Get Serious Study 


What the governor of Virginia said to 
the governor of South Carolina at Sea 
Island could have been something like 
this: “Brother Timmerman, I like the 
sound of your year-around school plan.” 

Both Virginia’s Gov. Thomas B. Stan- 
ley and Carolina’s George B. Timmerman 
advanced plans for a 12-month school op- 
eration. 

The South Carolina governor said he 
is convinced the plan will work mathe- 
matically if not in practice. 

The idea would be to make classroom 
space and teaching staff go a fourth 
further. 

Gov. Stanley believes the plan needs 
testing. 

He wants answers to three questions: 

1. Will some form of year-around 
operations be more economical than erect- 


ing more buildings to accommodate a 
larger enrollment? 


2. Will such a plan make teaching 
more attractive and thus help relieve the 
personnel shortage in the classrooms? 


3. Can year-around programs be un- 
dertaken to the benefit of the pupil or 
at least without lowering the quality of 
instruction? 

That Southern leaders are considering 
a change in the traditional pattern is en- 
couraging. Men with vision use past proce- 
dure as a guide, but they know change 
calls for departure from what is routine 
and customary. 


From all the study there may evolve 
a@ practical plan that will keep expensive 
school buildings and trained personnel in 
business around the calendar.

An industrial development expert, 
speaking at a round-table discussion at 
the recent Southern Governors Confer- 
ence, put his finger on some significant 
factors in this section’s successful cam- 
paign for new industry. 


Frank J. Soday, chairman of the board 
of trustees of the Southern Association of 
Science and Industry, said Dixie’s labor 
force is the most productive in the nation 
and that labor-management relations are 
better in this region than elsewhere. 


His explanation of the latter factor is 
based on a somewhat disturbing truism. 
He said the unions in the South are rela- 
tively new and there is not a tradition of 
hostility that has colored the situation in 
the North. 


Does that mean the situation, given 
sufficient time for labor to become well 
organized in the South, will swing in the 
opposite direction? Only labor and man- 
agement can determine the ultimate an- 
swer which will key the continued ex- 
pansion of the industrial movement south- 
ward or turn it elsewhere. 


Labor, by excessive demands, can just 
as well cut its own throat here as it has 
done in some other places. It also has 
the responsibility of keeping out the 
goons, racketeers, Dave Becks and James 
Hoffas whose tactics blacken the good 
name of labor everywhere. 


Management has similar duties. It must 
remember the rights of labor to fair wages 
and other benefits. The drive to compile 
a profit, which of course is necessary in 
the operation of any business, must in- 
clude provisions to see that labor receives 
a just return for its efforts toward com- 
piling that profit. 

Labor and management in the South, 
through mutual understanding and work- 
ing together, can avoid establishing the 
“tradition of hostility” Soday referred to 
in the North. Otherwise the industrial 
surge of the South could well become 
relatively short-lived.

Church Has Duty 
At State Colleges

When I got off the plane in Tuscaloosa the aa 


other morning, it warmed my heart to see Dr. 
W. Graham Echols there to meet me. I was 


there to speak to the state convention of. the Kiwanis clubs. Due to 
the plane schedules, I would have several hours of free time before 


and after my speech and I could 
to spend it with that man. 

Twenty-five years ago he was 
pastor of a leading church. He 
was invited to come to the Uni- 
versity of Alabama as director of 
the Wesley Foundation to develop 
the religious life among the stu- 
dents. To accept the position 
meant considerable personal sac- 
rifice to him and his family but 
he has been there now for a quar- 
ter of a century and has done a 
glorious work. 

I asked him why he took that 
job. He said there were two rea- 
sons: (1) As pastor of a large 
city church, he worked with men 
who acted like university gradu- 
ates in their business but who re- 
mained on the grammar school 
level in their ideas about the 
church. They planned and ex- 
ecuted their business affairs with 
great vision. They thought big 
thoughts in business. But when 
many of those same men came to 
an official board meeting of their 
church, they thought in terms of 
pennies and they had no vision in 
the Lord’s business. He believed 
he could help develop leaders for 
the Lord. 

(2) Dr. Echols had a deep con- 
viction that education without 
spiritual development was a li- 
ability to society. He said that a 
bum would steal a ride on the 
train. Merely educate that bum 
and then he might steal the

not have been more pleased than 


railroad. He believed that while 
our boys and girls were being 
trained on the college and uni- 
versity level, they also ought to 
have religious training on that 
same level. 

As we talked together about his 
work, I thought of the change that 
has taken place in American edu- 
cation. There was a time in 
America when the church pro- 
vided most of the schools. Grad- 
ually the state has taken over the 
educational responsibilities. We 
still have wonderful church. col- 
leges and we should support 
them. 

However, I feel the church lis 
not as alive to its opportunities 
on the campus of a great state 
university as it should be. Those 
thousands of students need the 
church and many of our denom- 
inations are now working at this 
task. But we in the church are not 
giving our student workers the 
support they must have. Money 
invested in that service will come 
back to the church multiplied 
again and again. 

A scientist said to me recently, 
“We are not good enough as men 
to hold the power that we 
have created as_ scientists.” 
Truly, power without character 
is a tragedy. The church must 
see its opportunities on the cam- 
pus. 


Conservatives Lose 
Strength in Britain 


LONDON—British and American politics are 
beginning to look more and more alike. The 
Conservative Party here is having the same 


trouble with British voters that the Republican Party has been hav- 
ing with American voters—they are losing them. The Macmillan gove 
ernment is still firmly in the saddle in the House of Commons, but in 
virtually every by-election..and every test of voter opinion the Con- 


servatives are losing out. | 

The Eisenhower government is 
firmly ensconced in the; White 
House by its own special voter 
appeal, but in every cosigression- 
al election from 1954 to 1957, in- 
cluding Wisconsin last month, the 
Democratic Party has held the 
upper hand and has been gaining 
strength. 

Right now the more conserva- 
tive parties in both countries are 
in trouble and the political out- 
look for each is not good. At this 
stage most of the evidence is on 
the side that the Conservative 
Party here will not get back into 
office in the elections two years 
hence, as in the United States the 
Republican Party has little chance 
of regaining Congress next fall. 


There are two striking parallels 
between the political trends in 
Britain and in the United States. 
I would put them this way: 

1. The parties out of office in 
both countries—the Labor Party 
in Britain and the Democratic 
Party in the United States — are 
numerically the majority party. 
A whole series of British Gallup 
polls shows labor well in the lead 
if an election were held today. 
In the United States there are far 
more voters who identify them- 
selves as Democrats than as Re- 
publicans and it is evident that 
America is pro-Eisenhower and 
pro-Democratic at the same time.

In the 29 by-elections which 
have been held here since Antho- 
ny Eden’s relatively substantial 
victory in 1955, the Conservative 
Party’s majorities have been cut 
consistently and substantially. It 
has lost two seats and picked up 
none. 

The same thing has been hap- 
pening in the United States. When 
President Eisenhower was not 
running in 1954, the Democrats 
won control of both Houses of Con- 
gress and when President Eisen- 
hower was running and winning 
massively in 1956, the Democrats 
increased their control of both 
houses of Congress. 

The settled, almost continuously 
committed vote behind the Con 
servative and Labor parties is 
breath-takingly close. In the whole 
nation Labor had an edge of 795,- 
000 votes when it won in 1950 and 
the Conservatives because of un- 
usual distribution won a Parlia- 
mentary majority in 1951 al- 
though its total vote was 214,000 
lower than the Labor vote. The 
Conservative majority over La- 
bor in 1955 was only 846,000. 

This is what makes the present 
anti - Conservative trend more 
perilous for the Macmillan gov- 
ernment.

He said 
10 million more persons will enter 
the working force by 1965 ‘‘and 
over half of them will be 
women.” 

U.S. Chamber of Commerce 
President Philip M. Talbott and 
National Manpower Council 
Chairman Edwin D. Canham also 
spoke, lauding woman, executive 
and worker models, for the place 
she has carved for herself in our 
industrial society. 

And what these gentlemen say 
for the nation certainly applies 
specifically here in Georgia, deep 
in Dixie where the female al- 
legedly once languished beneath 
magnolias and idly twirled a cape 
jasmine blossom while the male 
of the species flopped around 
paying homage. Boys, those days 
are gone forever. The Southern 
belle has beaten her crinolines 
into gray flannel suits and her 
organdies into overalls. 

Here’s what I’m talking about. 
In Georgia there are by the latest 
count 977,900 persons employed in 
business and industry. More than 


326.000 of these persons — more 
than a third — are women. And 
these Southern sisters are mixed 
up in everything, in every variety 
of trade, profession and business. 
Logging camps, sawmills and 
planing mills in Georgia employ 
1,000 women. . 

Trade, with 75,100 women in its 
clasp, is the biggest employer of 
females. Next is government with 
99,100 women. Womanpower has 
kept pace with the economic 
growth of Georgia. Back in Janu- 
ary 1954 there were 292,600 work- 
ing women. Nearly 34,000 more 
have joined the force since then. 


There are many working wives 
these days. They have to get out 
and stir around to bring to the 
family those things hubby’s check 
alone can’t provide. Living costs 
apparently will never quit going 
up (promises of campaigning Re- 
publicans to the contrary). An 
other factor is the needs of our 
economy. Industry and business 
in these postwar years have 
needed women, many of whom 
got a manicured foot in the 
door back when the country was 
at war. 

Men who are dismayed over 
the number of women in business 
might as well forget it and if 
chivalry is behind their repug- 
nance they can file their shining 
armor in the attic. Women are 
here to stay.

However, in North Little Rock. 
a separate community across the 
Arkansas River from here, police 
picked up three members of the 
101st Airborne Division, the unit 
sent in by the White House to open 
Central High School to the six 
Negro girls and three boys. 

The soldiers were turned over 
to military authorities, who said 
they had been drinking and were 
absent without leave. There were 
reports that a small crowd gath- 
ered at the scene when the 
soldiers were picked up, but there 
was no disorder 
PASSES REFUSED 

The military has refused passes 
to the 101st men since their ar 
rival, hoping thus to avoid just 
such incidents. The paratroopers 
have been restricted to bivouac 
areas so Little Rock residents 
would not be made more conscious 
than necessary of the city’s oc 
cupied status. 

Last Sept. 2 Gov. Faubus 
brought in the Arkansas National 
Guard to keep the nine Negroes 
out of Central High. He said his 
action was intended to forestall 
violence. 

The guard was withdrawn last 
weekend on order of U.S. District 
Court. When the Negroes went to 
school last Monday, white mobs 
ricted outside Central High and 
the nine were withdrawn.

The City Council said it was fear- 
ful of violence after the arrest of 
10 Negro men and boys on charges 
of attacking white service station 
attendants in two separate inci- 
dents. 

In Van Buren, where 24 Negroes 
entered an all-white high school 
this month under court order, 
uneasiness reportedly reached a 
point where the editor of the local 
newspaper printed the Lord's 
Prayer on his front page to calm 
his readers.

The same electorate had handed Tennessee a 
similar citation after the Vols’ rousing 1956 tri- 
umph over Auburn. 

The Tiger teams making an indelible im- 
pression on Coach Bowden Wyatt's single wing 
troops highlighted the victorious occasion for Au- 
burn’s Shug Jordan. 

‘‘We started building up confidence in our sec- 
ond team boys about 10 days ago,”’ Jordan said. 
“We had a hunch Tennessee might go with one 
team. Our No. 2 unit did fine. It was a pleasure 
to watch them playing Tennessee’s first team 
on even terms. And it gave our starters a 
chance to rest and regroup. 

“Three of the backs who did so well on our 
second team are up from last year’s freshman 
squad. They are halfbacks Lamar Rawson, full- 
back Ronnie Robbs and quarterback John Kern. 
And don't forget senior Pat Meagher’s excellent 
job.” 

The two-unit success enabled Auburn to achieve 
a team accomplishment that eluded 10 successive

Pete Seeking Tour 
Of South America 


Goal: Quickest Ring Route 
Back to Floyd Patterson

macher, who soon may be in South America. 


Reached Sunday night via tele- 
phone in Columbus, Rademacher 
reported that a New York concern 
was trying to work out a South 
American exhibition boxing tour 
for him. 

“I’m very interested in the trip 
because it would kill two birds 
with one stone—keep in training 
and earn money at the same 
time,” the Olympic champion 
“It’s still not definite, but 
the tour company, which I’m not 
free to name, is studying the re- 
sponse that films of the fight 
with (Floyd) Patterson are having 
down there. 

“Yes, I definitely am _inter- 
ested in fighting again. But the 
price has to be right.” 

What is the right price? 

“The $20,000 the International 
Boxing Club offered to fight 
Alex Miteff, Willie Pastrano, 
Zora Folley or Eddie Machen 
in Madison Square Garden defi- 
nitely isn’t. I think I would 
draw better than that,” Rade- 
macher answered. 

“What’s my goal now?” Rade- 
macher repeated. ‘“To continue in 


said.

to Patterson, or whoever is champ 
at the time.” 

Rademacher intimated that he 
would not fight more than three 
or four elimination bouts prior to 
another crack at the title. 

‘“‘Would I like to fight in Geor- 
gia? I think Atlanta or Columbus 
would be excellent places for my 
ring return. Pastrano or Miteff 
would suit me fine,”’ the former 
army lieutenant said. 

Now a permanent resident of 
Columbus, Rademacher returned 
to his home town three weeks ago 
and has been in hibernation, rest- 
ing and weighing the many offers 
that have deluged the office of 
Youth Unlimited, Inc., the organ- 
ization that owns the boxer’s con- 
tract. 


Youth President Mike Jen- 
nings reported, “frankly I’m 
flabbergasted. We've been—and 
still are bheing—flooded with 
wires, letters and telephone 
calls from all kinds of people. 


Pete must be the most sought 


after boxer who ever lost a 
fight. 

“Why.one crackpot even wrote 
Pete that he had invented a secret 
boxing weapon, one that guaran- 
teed victory against any opponent. 
He failed to mention whether it 
was a blackjack or  »brass 
knucks,” Jennings cracked. 

“Altogether, Pete has received 
about a dozen fight offers,” Jen- 


nings continued. ‘“‘One was all 
the way from Sweden. George 
Chemeres (‘his trainer) wired 


from Seattle that folks out there 
wanted to see Pete against an- 
other West Coast favorite, Pat 
McMurtry. 

“Emil Lence (independent New 
York promoter) told me after 
the fight he wanted to promote a 
fight for Pete anywhere outside 
New York City, preferably At- 
lanta.”’ 


Two factors indicate Rade- 
macher intends to fight again: 


1. Jennings reported the 
Olympic champion still works 
out every day (road work, shad- 
ow boxing and calisthentics) 
and “is the picture of health.” 
2. Rademacher has not refused 

any offer. The IBC deal still is 
hanging in the fire . . . so are the 
others. 

Currently, Jennings said he was 
dickering with an Atlanta con- 
cern, Alkahest Celebrity Bureau, 
which books prominent figures for 
speaking engagements at colleges 
and universities. 

Jennings said he and Walt Kelly 
(Pogo author) had talked about 
doing a book on Rademacher’s 
life, with Jennings the author and 
Kelly the illustrator. 

The ex-Washington State Col- 
lege football player and Jennings 
huddle this week with Atlanta’s 
Ed Dodd, originator of Mark 
Trail, on the possibility of doing 
a series of comic books about 
Pete and the outdoors—another 
Youth Unlimited interest. 

The New York movie concern 
that handled the Rademacher- 
Patterson fight pictures, Han- 
over Films, is contemplating a 
movie about Pete’s life. 

“It’s something on the order of 
Father Flanagan and Boys Town,” 
Jennings said, ‘‘and Pete will do 
his own acting.” 

Proceeds from the fight films 
have not been tabulated, Jen- 
nings reported. He did say that 
recent racial strife had prompted 
contract cancellations in several 
Southern states. 

“Then Eddie Egan wired the 
other day that he wanted Pete to 
go with him to Belgium next 
summer,”’ Jennings said,”’ on 
some sort of international rela- 
tions deal sponsored by the gov- 
ernment. 

“That's about all the major of- 
fers we've had so far, except the 
Harlem Globetrotters. An agent 
of Abe Sapenstein contacted us 
about touring with the team. Right 
now, that’s the only one we've

CLEVELAND, Sept. 29 (~The 
steel industry produced a record 
87.6 million tons of steel for ingots 
and castings during the first 
three quarters of this year, Steel 
Magazine reported today. 


The previous high for the first 
nine months of a year was the 
85.8 million tons produced in 1955. 
Output during the corresponding 
period of last year was 82.8 mil- 
lion tons. 


Steel said production for the 
final three months of the year 
will have to average 88 per cent 
of rated capacity for the 1957 
output to equal the record 117 mil- 
lion tons produced in 1955. 


Output last week ran at 82 per 
cent of capacity, up one point 
from the previous week, with a 
yield of 2,099,000 net tons.

U.S. Judge in DuPont Case 
Will Find Ready-Made Job 


By LESLIE GOULD 
NEW YORK, Sept. 29—The federal judge who must 
decide on how the great du Pont company complies 
with the U.S. Supreme Court’s order on its $21 billion 
investment in General Motors has his work cut out for 


answer the government’s  sug- 
gestions. In rejecting the initial 
DuPont proposals, the govern- 
ment said it provided for no sale 
of the stock. They will be satisfied 
with nothing short of that. 

The final decision is up to U.S. 
Judge Walter Labuy. The case 
was first tried before Judge La- 
buy, and he ruled in favor of du- 
Pont. The Supreme Court re 
versed his decision and dropped 
the problem of finding a solution 
back in his lap. 

The judge doesn’t have to ac- 
cept the suggestions of the anti- 
trust lawyers. He could decide 
that all du Pont needs to do is 
to drop its representation on the 
GM board and not vote the stock. 
COURT VIEWS 

Judge Labuy in his 1954 decis- 
ion held the government had 
failed to prove monopoly, con- 
spiracy or restraint of trade. The 
Supreme Court found that $15.9 
million of du Pont’s $26 million 
annual sales to GM represented 
the ‘‘probability’’ of monopoly 
and a tendency to restraint of 
trade. 

In view of this, if du Pont gave 
up all its sales to GM, which 
amount to less than 3 per cent of 
its total business, the Supreme 
Court’s case would be out the 
window. There could be no “‘prob- 
ability” of monopoly and any 
tendency to restrain trade. 

Congress may have to take a 
hand in this matter, as it was 
forced to do in another Supreme 
Court decision written by the 
same justice—Brennan. This was 
the decision opening the FBI files 
to defense attorneys. That was a 
shocking, irresponsible decision. 

The du Pont-GM._ stock. owner- 
ship in its way is as far reach- 
ing. It puts in jeopardy a number 


of other investments by large and 
small enterprises in non-com- 
peting businesses.

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‘Gardening Tips on Bulbs Offered 
“As Planting Time Draws Near 
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. By YOLANDE GWIN 

For an amateur gardener to 
fee] like a horticultural hotshot, 
now is the time for fall train- 
ing 

Planting tricks come first. 
Then there is the choice of what 
bulbs to plant and the choice 
of a suitable bed, border or 
grouping, to get the brightest 
spotlight on spring tours. 

Sometimes the bright little 
crocuses jump the gun, calen- 
dar-wise, and pop up early ait- 
er the new year. It's a sure 
sign that winter is just about 
on its last freezing legs and 
spring is peeping around the 
corner. 

These bulbs can be planted 
anv time from now until the 
end’of November. Thev nat- 
uralize well in lawns or under 
trees and shrubs 
3 INCHES APART 

Plant them three inches deep, 
three inches apart. Colors are 
yellow, purple, white and striped 
in white and lavender. 

In addition to crocuses, there 
are many “‘little bulbs’’ which 
are big bloomers as well as big 


show-offs. All can be planted in 
light shade or sun. Some of the 
more popular, which the Bulb 
Growers of Holland recommerd 
for planting now, are grape hya- 


cinths, Siberian squill. snow- 
flake glory-of-the-snow and 
snowdrops 


The hyacinths are deep or 
light blue and white and should 
be planted two inches deep and 
two inches apart. Squiils are 
blue or white and panting 
should be two inches deep and 
three inches apart. 

Snowflakes and snowdrops re-

“Keep him in bed until his fever is gone.”

Many a mother, receiving this instruction from 
her pediatrician, has wanted to snap, ‘“‘You try to 


keep him in bed!” 
How much bed rest is neces- 
sary for a child with fever? 
If it is necessary, how en- 
force it? 


If not necessary, why advise 


it” 

During years of practice, an 
Abilene, Tex., physician, Dr. 
John P. Gibson, formed a dis- 
tinct impression that the chil- 
dren with a high temperature 
who were up and around seemed 
to get well just as quickly as 
the docile children who stayed 
in bed. 

Certainly, he realized the 
wicked wanderers had a better 
time of it, and their mothers 
did, too; no trays to tote, no 
“What can I do now, mommy?” 
cries to answer. 

TEST THEORY 

In 1953 Dr. Gibson set out to 
test his theory and for the next 
two years conducted a _ con- 
trolled study of 1,082 children 
he saw in private practice, 
either at home or in his office. 

All the children had fever, 
some of it high. Of the 1,082, 471 
(the more amenable ones) were 
kept in bed three days or long- 
er; 611 were permitted to be up 
and about. As wave after wave 
of respiratory illnesses went 
through the children of his small 
city, the response of the two 
groups could be compared. 

No child with a serious illness 
such as rheumatic fever, typhoid 
fever, or endocarditis was in- 
cluded in the study, but 14 cases 
of scarlet fever, 201 cases of 
tonsilitis or pharyngitis with 
oral temperatures of 102 or over, 
and 65 cases of acute bronchitis 
and pneumonitis (again, 102 de- 
grees or over) were included, as 
well as contagious childhood dis- 
eases. 

And what did the study show? 

Of the children who stayed in 
bed at least three days, 42 per 
cent had normal temperatures 
by the second day. Of the 611 
walk-arounds, 45.3 per cent. 
THIRD DAY 

By the third day, 27.1 per cent 
of the stay-in-beds were back to 


normal; 23.5 per cent of the 
walk-arounds. 

By the fourth day, 10.4 of the 
stay-in-beds were back to 
normal; 105 of the walk- 
arounds. 


But by the fifth day, 20.4 per 
cent of the stay-in-beds were not 


back to normal. Similarly, am 


are planted three inches deep. 
The former should be pianted 
at least four inches apart and 
the latter three inches. 

The glory-of-the-snow is a 
clear, bright blue flower with a 
white center and is set out 
three inches apart two 
inches deep. 

The grape hyacinths are good 
companions for many bulbs, 
with their deep blue flowers 
clustered like bunches of tiny 
grapes. They bloom early and 
stay late, as if reluctant to 
leave the garden scene. They 
are splendid foils for white or 
yellow daffodils and can make a 
startlingly beautiful background 
for tulips, “too.

There are only a few simple 
rules to follow when planting 
bulbs. They like a mellow, rich 
soil with good drainage so they 
won't have wet feet during the 
cold winter months. They like a 
fair amount of spring moisture, 
like everything else. 

NOW USED INFORMALLY 

Hyacinths, long thought of as 
a formal flower and planted 
only in geometrical formal beds, 
are now being used informally 
in groups of three or five flank- 
ing a doorstep, fronting a foun- 
dation planting and with other 
bulbs in rock gardens or along 
garden paths 

Persian poets sang. their 
praises centuries ago and their 
connotation of delicious fra- 
grance vies with the clean, fresh 
smell of April air. 

They are best planted four to 
six inches deep depending on the 
size of the bulb. Holland ex- 
perts agree that late Septem- 
ber, October or early Novem- 
ber is the best time. 

A comparatively light soil 
suits them best and their best 
diet is sunlight. And, like peo- 
ple, they like to be protected 
from beating winds and storms. 
Colors are blue, pink, white and 
yellow and their graceful bells 
and spiky stems will grace the 
garden until the middle or end 
of April.
